In Latvia, 


Bialystok Is 110 miles northeast 


of Warsaw and StanWawow is 35

sian forces started the push across 
the Vistula, last natural barrier 
before German Silesia 140 miles 
away.

Paratroopers' Happy. 
Sgt. Crocker, when interviewed 


by the public relations office, re- 
vealed that:

job I've had In tho army was help- 
ing thosu paratroopers 
into the 


plane—all of us 
helped. 
They 


looked jolly, cutting up and every- 
thing. 
I felt sorry for 
them, 


thinking about leaving them there 
—the veather seemed rough and 


the pilot was serious and calm all 
the time. 


"Well, I'll tell you. part of the 
ay over it was cloudy and wo 


wondared about our escort... .then 
figured that if the rest of 'em were 
going over that way, we could, 
too. 


"I wab standing between the 


pilot and ?o-(illot and the naviga- 
tor told mi to tell him when I 
saw that we were over the coast 
....cutting the life vests off the 
paratroopers 
kept me 
busy. •.. 
missed most of the fun. 


Not Roman Candles. 
"About the time we reached the 
coast, the co-pilot said: 'By Gnd, 
them ain't Roman candles—I don't 
mind them flying by me, but I 
hate them crossing in front of 
my nose.' That was our first mis- 
sion." 


A few short hours after return- 


ing from 
Ills first mission, the 
sergeant joined h's squadron on 
its second mission, a daylight sup- 
ply drop to the paratroopers of 
the evening before. 
Sgt. Crocker 


continued his statement: 
"After 
I came in from the first mission, 
repaired all the holes in 
the 


plane, I finished working on them 
just In time for tho second mis- 
sion....! wanted to see where we 
had been the night before. 
Flying Low. 
"Yeah, Lord, 
blanket of 
our 
planes that time. That gavo mo 
better hopes....no flak....a few 
bomb-riddled houses, soldiers.

was trying to see what was go- 
ing on....all

chutes down there looked like a 
bouquet.

and cattle—naturally, we were low. 


"Well, I think I like the Idea 


of putting my foot on French soil. 
Oh, I can't wait... I'd like to make 
all of them, but the others want 
to also."

General McNair 
Been Killed On 
Normandy Front 


WASHINGTON. 
July 27.—(/P)— 


Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, former 
commanding general of the army 
ground forces, has been killed in 
Normandy. 


A war department announcement 


here said: 


"The War Department has been 


notilfed of the death of Lt. Gen. 
Lesley J. McNair. General MoNalr 
was killed by enemy fire while ob- 
serving the action of our front line 
units in the recent offensive," 


On July 14, the army announced 
that McNair had boen glvon an 
important overseas assignment, the 
nature of which was not dlscloj- 
ed, and that Lt. Gen. Ben Lear 
had succeeded him in command 
of the army ground forces. 


McNair, 61, was responsible for 


the training of the ground forces 
now In action overseas, and was 
regarded as one of tho army's most 
brilliant officers. 
Gen. George C. 


Marshall, chief of staff, once called 
him "the brains of tho army." 


He was chief of staff of general 


headquarters in Washington when 
the army was reorganized In 1942,

LONDON, July 27.—(/P)—Masses 


of allied warships, transports and 
landing craft wero reported by tha 
Berlin radio tonight to be cor- 
con! Mcd with several divisions ot 
troops In the coastal area of the 
Tyrrhenian Sea for Imminent now 
landing In Northern Italy around 
La Spezla and Gonia.

La Spezla Is on the Italian west 
coast 40 miles above Pisa, the 
southern section of which Is held 
by the Fifth army.

Value of Potato 
Skin As Food Gets 
Scientific Light 


The value of potato skin, long 


a subject of dinner table 
discus- 


sion, has recently had some scien- 
tific li.^ht thrown on it states Vera 
Sneed, Co. Home Dem. Agent. As 
a result of recent tests of the min- 
eral and vitamin content of pota- 
toes, nutr'ticn scientists at the New 
York State Experiment Station and 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture back up the mother who cooks 
potatoes in their skins and 
who 


urges her family to eat the crusty 
skins of baked potatoes. However, 
they do not entirely agree with the 
familiar arguments that "the best 
part of tno potato lies just under 
the skin" and that "all potato skins 
are rich in goodness." 


Tests at the New York State Ex- 


periment Station shows a high con- 
centration of iron in the whole out- 
er portion of the potato rather than 
in the skin or 
just 
underneath. 


Thorcforo, the thick crust of a bak- 
ed potato, which takes in consider- 
able of the flesh as well 
as 
the 


skin, Is valuable for the iron 
it 


contains. The thin peel of a boiled 
potato, on the other hand, hai lit- 
tle Iron to offer. 


Gives Protection 


Miss Sneca says cooking potatoes 


in the bKin is recommended 
not 


so much for the value in the skin 
as for the protection it gives to sol- 
uble nutrients in the potato. 
The 


skin of the potato holds in the Iron 
and vitamins that would otherwise 
dissolve in the cooking water and 
be lost. The New York State tests 
showed that potatoes pared before 
boiling lost about 10 per cent 
of 


their iron in the cooking water, but 
potatoes boiled with the skin left 
on lost practically no iron, and ra- 
ted as high in iron cooked as raw. 
Tests at the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture showed that potatoes 
boiled in their jackets held 
their 


vitamin 
best. 


New York State scientists 
also 


report considerable mineral 
loss 


when potatoes are peeled 
thick. 


Since iron and vitamin 
are 
two 


of the important offerings of the 
potato, whatever can be done 
to 


s&ve them is worth while.

I Capturing Le Mesnll Herman, six 
miles south of St. Lo and nine 
miles from their jumpoff point. 


The Americans hod seized Can- 


isy In this advance and cut the 
road running south from St. Lo to 
Percy along the baseline of the 
Cherbourg Peninsula. 


To the east, allied headquarters 
announced, patrols entered Periers, 
central stronghold of the German 
line stretchinK to the sea, and 
were at a point 10 miles north of 
Coutances. 


The armored spearhead pushing
